‘‘(c) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Notwithstanding 1

subsection (b)(2), nothing in this Act may be construed 2

to require that a biological male be allowed access to any 3

shared facility (including a restroom, locker room, or a 4

dressing room) to which access would otherwise be re-5

stricted to biological females.’’ 6
